— Nine, persons 
were killed and eleven . train em- 
ployees and eight passengers 
wore injured in the wreck of the 
Overland Limited on the Union Pacific 
live miles west of Rock Springs, Wyo., 
today. The limited was run into, 
head-on, by a freight train and both 
engines were demolished. The dy- 
namo car and the dining car on the 
limited burned to the wheels. Several 
of the dead were incinerated. The 
dead are: First Cook James Busbee, 
Omaha; Second Cook Ed Rosenbauin, 
Oakland; Fourth Cook John Laws, 
Omaha; two mail clerks (names net 
given); Electrician Sllgers and As- 
sistant Engineer Drink, Rawlins; 
Brakeman Smith, Rawlins. The three 
dead cooks are while men. 

Freight Mistook Orders 

An extra freight was given an order 
before it left Rock Springs to meet 
four eastbound passenger trains, of 
which the Overland Limited was the 
last one, at Ah Say, a siding live 
miles west of Rock Springs. The 
freight took the siding "nil watted 
until three of the trains had passed 
cusi, and then pulled not. When a 
mile and a half west of Alisay It met 
the Overland Limited. Both engines 
were demolished and three cars of the 
limited immediately caught lire and 
were destroyed. Engineer Brink of 
the freight train, who it is stated offi- 
cially was responsible for overrunning 
his orders, was one of Ihe killed. 
Recovering the Bodies 

Omaha. Nob. Dec. ".—Division Sur- 
geon Reed and several division (Officials 
from Rock Springs arrived at -the wreck 
shortly after it occurred. Tho (bodies 
of Ihe dead were removed to Rock 
Springs. The mail car was the scene 
of the greatest mortality. In thte car 
four clerks were working when the 
crush came. Three of them were killed 
outright and ilm fourth, Sliaefer, was 
probably fatally hurt.

Majority of People Are Too Weak 
to Withstand the Anar- 
chists. 



London, Dec. 8.— The correspondent 
of the Dally Telegraph at St. Peters- 
burg, in a despatch dated December 
(J, blames t ho anarchists as being 
largely responsible for tho existing 
situation, saying: "Knowing that 
legality will deprive them of tnelr oc- 
cupation, they, are working day and 
night to plunge the country into a 
Serbonlan bog of chaos and crime. 
Unfortunately a large section of the 
population Is proving so weak ami ir- 
resolute that the country is no longer 
shaped by principles, but Is the slave 
of events. The principal event Is the 
delirium of the nation. While Count 
Witte's cabinet stands there will be 
still hope for Russia, but when it dis- 
appears the deluge will begin. Even 
now the dark clouds are visibly gath-; 
ering. The peasants clamor for land, 
but they will not hear of disrespect 1 
to the Emperor. A large proportion 
of the workmen are also incensed 
against the strike organizers and the 
revolutionists, and in some cases 
against the Jews." 

Civilized Peoplo Shudder 
The correspondent relates two in- 
stances — one that of a beautiful Jew- 
ish girl in the village of Ivanovo, and 
another that of a school mistress 
named Dooghentzoff, in the Kuban 
district, both of whom were torn to 
pieces by infuriated mobs for preach- 
ing revolution. He says: " These 
doings make civilized people shudder, 
yet they are part of what Is threat- 
ened on a large scale by the element 
of reaction which is gathering its 
forces and which Is saying, 'If the 
laws are obsolete and the government 
is powerless, iheV, we. the people, will 
rise up and bring these anarchists to 
reason. They have silenced our em- 
peror and prevented him giving us 
the land. Death to them.'"

Roosovolt Says It Is too Early to Apply 
Coasting Laws to the Philippines. 

In his annual message Mr. Roosevelt 
says: "1 think it of doubtful utility 
to apply the coastwise laws in the trade 
Between the Ui.ii, .1 States and the 'Phil- 
ippines under any circumstances, be- 
cause I am convinced that it will do no 
good whatever to American bo'toms. 
and will only interfere and i»e an ob- 
stacle to the trade between the Philip- 
pines and the United States; but if tie-' 
coastwise law must .be thus applied, cer- 
tainly it ought no: to have effect until 
free- trade is enjoyed between the peo- 
ple of the United States and the people 
of .the Philippine islands in their re- 
spective products.

THE ANNUAL FICTION. 

U. S. Secretary Says Pelagic Sealing 
Has Decreased Herds. 

The annual fiction on behalf of :iie 
lessees of the seal rookeries oirthe Pribi- 
loffs — the company which slaughters 
twenty 'thousand and more seals annual- 
ly by herding thjsiT victims and clubbing 
the seals on the rookeries in wholesale 
manner has been issued in the report of 
the U. S. secretary of commerce and 
labor. In his report, dated from Wash- 
ington on Tuesday Secretary Victor II. 
Metcalf says: The decrease in seal life 
on the Pribilof islands is directly at- 
tributed to pelagic sealing, and a strong 
effort should ibe 'made to secure Inter- 
national regulations which will stop it. 
The especial fatality involved in this 
practice consists in the killitie of moth- 
er seals at sea. These killed in Be- 
ring sea. in addition to 'being pregnant, 
have also a nursing pup on shore, which 
on tire death of its mother, dies fro-n 
starvation. In addition to this. 50 per 
cent, of all seals killed at sea tsink and 
are not recoverable, For these reasons 
the skin of every mother sen! seeur'd 
by the 'pelagic sealers represents .t he de- 
struction of at least four lives from 
the jierd. Due largely to this wanton 
destruction of seal life the herd on (lie 
Pribilof islands lias been reduced from 
approximately 2,000,000 animals in 1S.S5 
to about 20O.OH0 in 1005. The govern- 
ment's Gnaneial interest in this mat- 
ter lies in l]i,' Tact that each sealskin 
taken on these islands produces a rev- 
enue of $]0.22Vi. The ravages of the 
pelagic senders have reduced the mun- 
Oer of skins taken from 100,000 in |£83 
to 14,368 during the present season.

AN OUTSTANDING EVIL. 



A short time ago we called attention 
to the evils of adulteration, which are 
exceedingly prevalent. There is^nbtll- 
ing that we eat cr drink or wear or take 
as medicine that is not subject to adul- 
teration of some kind. If Tennyson 
could truthfully refer to it in his time 
as the great sin of the age, in what cate- 
gory can we place it at the present time 
in order to institute a fair comparison 
with twenty-live or fifty years ago'.' 

The Department of Inland Kcveuue 
has announced that in the matter of 
spices ami condiments action will he 
taken to lessen the evil, from which wc 
conclude that it is the intention to en- 
force the law with greater vigor than 
formerly. Hut spices and cimd'uftents 
are the least important of the fields in 
which reform should take place. In the 
opiuion of many food authorities spices 
and condiments, however pure, are an 
evil in themselves; but if only from the 
sttmopolnt of commercial morality it is 
well that they should, good or bad, be 
what they claim to be. 

Since the articles in the Colonist ap- 
peared, similar expressions of opinion 
have been observed elsewhere, and the 
war against adulteration and mischievous 
admixture of whatever kind is becom- 
ing general. As a consequence of an 
aroused public sentiment action wi'il 
doubtless be taker, by the authorities

A PERPLEXING SITUATION. 

Hon. Walter Scott, premier of Sas- 
katchewan, is between the devil and 
the deep sea. Archbishop Langevln 
blames Mr. Haultain for establishing 
the present system of schools In the 
new provinces, by which a great many 
of the rights and privileges of the 
Catholics have been taken away. 
After enumerating tlie defects of the 
system for which Mr. Haultain Is re- 
sponsible, tlie venerable Archbishop 
remarks: 

"In view of these facts, how could 
Catholics give reason to their con- 
science and vote in favor of Haultain 
and of candidates who recognize him 
as their chief and leader, whom they 
are bound to obey? THE CATHO- 
LICS SHOULD THEN UNITE AND 
VOTE FOR THOSE WHO ARE IN 
FAVOR OF THE ACTUAL SYSTEM 
OE SEPARATE SCHOOLS. « • • 

"Now is the "line to show that we 
are a factor in political affairs. Let 
us unite and mist our VOTE FOR 
THE LEADERS WHO FAVOR SEP- 
ARATE SCHOOLS AND THEIR 
FOLLOWERS." 

The foregoing statements arc ex- 
plicit enough to leave no doubt in the 
mind of any person as to their mean- 
ing. Hon. Walter Scott Is pledged to 
support the school system established 
by Mr. Haultain, but denounced by 
Archbishop Langevln as having de- 
prived Catholics of many rights, This 
system has been held up by the Lib- 
erals as as nearly perfect as possible, 
and devoid of the objections to sep- 
arate schools In other provinces. 

Yet the Archbishop aslts the Cath- 
olic electors to vote for the Liberal 
leader because he is in favor of " the 
actual system of public schools," and 
not the existing system, which he re- 
gards as neither flail, llesli nor good 
red hcrr|ng.

The Ottawa Free Press, which is tak- 
ing a prominent part in the agitation, 
tile other day pointed out the serious re- 
sults following from the use of of wood 
alcohol as a substitute for the customary 
liquor. Within the past few weeks, it 
says, there have been reports from Man- 
itoba, Western Ontario and elsewhere 
of strong men who have died from the 
effects of drinking, pointing to the theory 
that methylated spirits, and not ordinary 
whiskey, were responsible. An inquest 
in any of these cases would probably 
have resulted in a verdict of death from 
drinking "bad whiskey." All liquors in 
the sense of over indulgence are "bad," 
hut the physical effects arc quite differ- 
ent. Tlie Quebec Chronicle, in com- 
menting upon tin' Free Press article, 
observes that "of all the different adul- 
terations, however, that of liquor has 
been the most common and most exten- 
sively practiced; has been, in fact, made 
a regular trade of, so that drummers 
visit the country hotels ami city saloons 
with drugs for sale, intending to change 
liquor, commonly known as whiskey, into 
gin. brandy, Scotch whiskey and wine 
at the choice of the purchaser. It is 
not too much to say that a great part 
of the immoderate drinking, and of Lite 
crimes induced thereby, has been dur to 
Hie effect of these medicated drinks, ra- 
ther than to the alcohol contained in 

t'leill, and that it lias been their fatal 
influence which has, more than anything 
else, enthralled the confirmed drunkard 
and dulled his moral senses," 

Wood alcohol, owing to its cheapness, 
offers a peculiar temptation to unscrup- 
ulous dealers to make money by using It. 
as an adulterant. It is a poison, the 
use of which, medical authorities inform 
us, leads often lo total blindness and 
in some cases death', In outlying places 
there are possibilities of it becoming a 
serious menace to life. 

"Under the license system," the Fro-' 
Press says, "the community Is a partner 
in the liquor business, and should see to 
the health of the people in this respect 
quite as milch ns in the matter of sani- 
tation. \ 

"The lime is not ripe for prohibition. 
The socal conscience still requires much 
ednbntOli, but thorp is no one who does 
not see the neccssty of keeping 1 ho food 
and drink ol' tbe people pure anil healthy. 

"Men who knowingly sell Impure food 
and poisonous liquor are no belter than 
saildbtlggers anil assassins, rtlid should 
he treated lis such and should be severe- 
ly punished," 

With those conclusions wc heartily 
a tree. Hut the adulteration of liuuor,

— A. R. Thomas, a 
member of the Historical Society of 
Vancouver, is at Nnnaltno inspecting 
the rare Indian carvings there.

Report That New Premier Will 
Be Elevated to Upper 
Chamber. 

Herbert Asquith Will Likely Be 
Party Leader In the 
Mouse 



Ikinclon, Doc. 7.— It is understood in 
the best informed quarters that Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerrnan will be 
.elevated to the peerage so that lie may 
"become the leader oC his party in the 
House of Lords. In such an event, 
Herbert Henry Asquith will become 
airst lord of the treasury and leader 
icf the party In the House of Com- 
iiariOHS. The only matter as yet un- 
decided is whether these changes shall 
he made before or after the general 
election. There is a strong feeling 
'in the Liberal party against Sir Henry 
Campuoll-Bannermim entering' the 
House of Lords until after the elec- 
tion. If Sir Henry should go to the 
■upper house, it is probably that he 
would take the 

Portfolio of Foreign Affairs 
Which, it is pointed out, lie could do 
if relieved of the heavy responsibility 
of leading the House of Commons. It 
is also stated that there is every 
probability that Winston Churchill will 
bo given a post in the new govern- 
ment. 

According to the Times this morn- 
ing, Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
lias decided to remain in the lower 
house as long as his health and 
strength will permit; and that in con- 
sequence of this decision Sir Edward 
Grey, who is a strong partlzan of 
' Lord Rosebery, has refused to be- 
come a member of the cabinet, which 
otherwise he would have been willing 
to do had Sir Henry gone to the 
House of Lords, leaving Mr; Asquith 
to lead the Commons.

VETOES INTERNATIONAL. 

Strange Action of Spokane Mayor 
With Respect to C. P. R, 

Spokane, Doc. 7. — Mayor Floyd L. 
Dng"ett yesterday filed 11 veto message 
Which, if sustained by the council, would 
bar the Canadian Pacific railroad from 
Spokane. He vetoed the franchise 
wanted by the city council on November 
lis to the Spokane International railway 
■ — the Coi'bin road— to construct, ninin- 
tnin and operate its railway nlong and 
across certain streets aad alleys in the 
city. 

The filiiiT of the message was hastened 
by several hours by 11 rumor, njliich 
reached the mayor, that D. C. Corbin 
and a delegation of influential business 
men were on their way to the city hall 
to protest against the veto. 

News of tin' veto spread with great 
irnpidity throughout the city and excited 
n great deal of condemnation. The 
opinion was freely expressed that the 
•ma.voi's objections, if adopted as the 
settled policy of this city, would forever 
•prevent the coming here of another rail- 
road. It was a matter Of comment 
last evening that whatever might have 
been the ninvof's pnrposi the effect of 
liis veto, if sustained by the council, 
would u"o highly satisfactory to the Hill 



and Harriraaii iir.es, since it would block 
the '•ntrauee of the Canadian Pacific. 
As one citizen expressed it, 'Too Hill and 
Harrimnn lines could not have been bet- 
tor served if their attorneys had been 
permitted to write the veto message." 

APPEAL FOR HELP. 

Donation Solicited to Alleviate Suf- 
fering Jews in Rusia. 

The following appeal has been Is- 
sued by the Hebrews of Victoria in 
favor of their persecuted co-rellglon- 
ists in Russia, The funds thus col- 
lected it Is understood will be dis- 
tributed to Jew and Gentile alike 
where the necessities of the cases are 
similar. The British consuls at the 
various points will act as distribu- 
taries of the fund. 

Donatlos may be left at the Colon- 
ist office and will be duly acknowl- 
edged. 

The civilized world has been shocked 
by the awful news which has leaked 
out by driblets, as it were, from Rus- 
sia, wherein we are told of horrors 
which hardly have a parallel in his- 
tory. Many thousands of unhappy 
Jews have been slaughtered in r. 
fiendish manner — childish innocence or 
hoary old age not excepted — their 
homes pillaged and bunit, until there 
are left an enormous number of 
wretched beings scattered throughout 
Southern Russia, exposed to the in- 
clemency of severe weather, many of 
them bereft of dear ones who have 
fallen victims to fiendish lust and 
brutal carnage. As Hon. Oscar 
Straus said, "No matter how much 
money is forthcoming, at best we can 
only give fractional relief." 

I appeal for help through the me- 
dium of your paper, as you have 
kindly offered to place your columns 
at our disposal for that purpose and 
to receive subscriptions for these 
stricken people. All sums collected 
will be sent to the general committee 
in London, whence it is sent to the 
British consuls at parts accessible to 
the scenes of recent outrages. The 
British government have instructed 
their diplomatic agents to carry out 
the Instructions of the committee, so 
that a proper distribution can be relied 
on. Gentiles as well as Jews — that 
is, those who took no part in out- 
rages or who assisted in the work of 
self-defence — will participate in relief 
where necessary. "Contributions may

The public noon tlre'd of the old kind of 
life Insurance — paying premiums as long 
as one lived. If a man lived, so to be 
75 or 80 years old, when ho was pasl ac- 
tive life and probably earning 110th 
did not want to bo burdened with 
large premiums 011 life Insurance. The 
morlrrn policy, therefore, attempted to in- 
sure the man's life, and also charge liiui 
a premium over and above the netiuil risk, 
which would, In addition to paying the 
dentil claim, have 11 sufficient cash value 
to give I1I111 a paid-up policy. This is 
known ordirfitrlly as 11 'JO payment life 
policy, If taken for the term' of twenty 
years, In this way. if the company gives 
ill 111 honest returns for his money, it does 
not charge him one cent, more to carry the 
risk on his life, hill allows him a paid- 
up pulley In twenty payments and closes 
the mutter out when Hie— huiurpd Is com- 
paratively a young man. A policy which 
Is paid-up has a cash value us well 11s rep- 
resenting paid-up Insurance, it is, there- 
fore, a valuable asset to the mini who is 
past the prime of life; whereim a policy on 
which he has to pay until death, while it 
also has a small cash value, means a con- 
tinuous liability throughout life.

The local poultry 
raiser comes to town on an average about 
ouee a week; consequently Manitoba eggs 
are, practically speaking, just as fresh as 
the home article. Manitoba strictly fresh 
eggs are worth 30c. a dozen, while Island 
ranch eggs are quoted ut 50c. Now the 
housewife Is the real Judge, and when the 
housewife lluds that Manitoba eggs at SOC. 
arc cental to the home article at 50c„ she 
Is not going to throw away 20-eent pieces, 
and if the merchant ami fanner lias not 
realized this, it's just about time. Mean- 
while It's up to the local poultry raisers 
and farmers to take to heart tills warning, 
that eggs arc plentiful and the prices they 
demand are above the market. In fact, 
high, prices on fresh ranch eggs for the 
present is over. Yesterday It was learnt. 
Several farmers still demanded Ml: —at 
least as lilgli as that llgure in trade— and 
were met with a refusal, so they took their 
eggs buck home with them. 

This question of trading produce for l'ears (I 
store supplies Is also another matter that 
Is a long way from being the correct 
method Of doing business. Eggs are worth 
so much It! cash and so much la trade. As 
one dealer put it yesterday: "Our store 
would prefer to pay cash" for eggs, at mar- 
ket prices. If the farmer wants to buy 
of us he enu— and pay c SD. The trade 
Idea nifty he all right in country towns, 
but It Is out of date In the cities, though 
mutiy merchants persist In keeping It going 
here. With better facilities for brngng 
eggs from the East, there' Is, In my opin- 
ion, absolutely no reason for the present 
outrageous price for local Much eggs." 
1'rlces on fresh ranch eggs is till uncer- 
tainty; the few offered in the stores are 
quoted at 50o. a dozen.

The death a few days ago in McDon- 
ough county. 111., of James Blazer, re- 
calls the prominent part he took In the 
operation of the famous underground 
railway, so-called, by which slaves and 
other colored refugees from the South 
were assisted to the North and Into 
Canada. It was In the early fifties 
that the anti-slavery feeling; began to 
spread and It assumed definite form In 
1852, when John Hale was nominated 
as the Abolition candidate for Presi- 
dent. At that time Abolitionists were 
regarded as fanatics who were propos- 
ing to take property from its rightful 
owners, and therefore were enemies of 
the Commonwealth and dangerous to 
well regulated government. 

In McDonougb county, the pro-slav- 
ery leaders announced that no Abo- 
lition votes should be cast hi that coun- 
ty. Despite the threats and warnings, 
nine men, headed by .Tames Blazer, 
walked to the polls with rifles on their 
shoulders and revolvers in their pock- 
ets, and voted for the suppression of 
slavery. That election was followed by 
the rapid growth of the Abolition move- 
ment. The number of negroes assist- 
ed to tlie North grew constantly. Mr. 
blazer had control of one of the sta- 
tions of the underground, railway and 
thousands of colored 'people from Mis- 
souri and other Kouthoru States hast- 
ened to freedom via McDonough 
county. 

They were kept for a day or longer, 
sometimes a week, if the promoters 
thought that there was danger, and 
were fed and clothed, finally being sent 
on their way. It was unlawful to pro- 
vide such protection and assistance to 
runaway slaves, and although the pro- 
slavery men were numerous aaid iarg< ; 
rewards were offered, and it was 
known that the Blazers had u station 
in the underground, yet but one slave 
was ever captured. 

Fugitive slaves were taken from one 
station to another In wagons by night, 
concealed during; the day and the next 
night or succeeding nights and passed 
on to the next station. 

At the Blazer farm some limes a 
dozen shocks of corn would each hide 
a negro all day. 

The one capture of a negro was ef- 
fected in McDonough county In Sep- 
tember, 1851. fifteen slaves who had 
been brought to Qulney to be shipped 
South to work In the hemp fields, just 
as horse-buyers of the present day col- 
led horses by the carload to ship to 
market, made their escape from the 
trader and placed themselves under tin- 
protection of J. AY. Vandorn, the under- 
ground agent in that locality. He kept 
them secreted near Qulney for three 
months before an opportunity came to 
forward them to the next station at 
Round Prairie. Vandorn was watched 
constantly as there was a reword of 
$500 for the capture of each negro. 

After considerable work the group 
was got as far as James Blazer's and 
hidden In a shock of corn. That night 
Jean Blazer loaded a quantity of corn, 
covered It. with tarpaulin and started 
to the mill ut Qernadotte, Fulton 
county, believing that this would de- 
ceive the men who were hunting the 
slaves and draw them away from the 
cornfield where the negroes wore hid- 
den. The wagon had not g;one a mile 
until it was approached by forty 
mounted men, beaded by Dave Chris- 
man, the famous chaser of slaves. 

They word deceived by the ruse and 
armed with two revolvers and a howlo 
believed that the negroes wore conceal- 
ed under the wagon load or tarpaulin. 
They were finally convince,! of their 
blunder and retraced their steps, finally 
overhauling James Blazer; who had 
started with the fifteen fugitives in an 
opposite direction. They overhauled 
them near Industry, but only captured 
one negro, who was knocked senseless 
with a rifle barrel. The others made 
their escape and eventually reached 
; Canada and freedom. Each negro was 
liripfd with twe revolvers and a bowie 
| knife, and were desperate. 
I Exasperated by the escape of the 
others, a mob of white men stoned the 
! Blazer homestead that night.
